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Porter Wagoner: 
Impromptu Entertainer 











vf the Country Music Association gave an “Impromptu Concert of the Year” 
award, it would go to Grand Ole Opry star Porter Wagoner for a recent unex- 
pected performance at Frankie’s Road House in the small community of 


Hanover, Ontario. 

Wagoner was ona Canadian goodwill 
tour on behalf of Opryland, USA, con- 
ducting interviews and visiting the of- 
fices of tour companies who send vaca- 
tioners to Nashville to see the Grand 
Ole Opry and visit the Opryland theme 
park. In Hanover, the management of 
Hanover Holiday Tours invited its staff 
to meet Wagoner at Frankie’s Road 
House, a local watering hole. 


Amid all the handshaking and intro- 
ductions, a reporter from CKNX-T'V in 
nearby Wingham was preparing for an 
interview. As Frankie’s was uncustom- 


arily filled with light from the television 
camera, the reporter produced a guitar 
and asked Wagoner whether he would 
sing. 

To the reporter’s delight and to the 
amazement of Frankie’s regular pa- 
trons, Wagoner handed the guitar to 
Glenda Kniphfer, amember of his band 
also on the trip, and sang “Old Log 
Cabin For Sale” and “Satisfied Mind.” 
One of Frankie’s patrons did alaudable 
job of singing backup on “Old Log 
Cabin For Sale,” and Wagoner joked 
that everybody’s cover charge was 
waived. 


Tree Purchases Blue Book 


One of the biggest publishing sells 
inrecent music industry history was an- 
nounced in Nashville when Tree Inter- 
national purchased the Buck Owens’ 
famed Blue Book and Gold Book Music 
Company catalogs. 

The purchase by Tree gives Nash- 
ville virtually complete dominance of 
country music copyrights. The Blue 
Book catalog contains some 60 No. 1 
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Country Music Inquirer was founded 
in 1980 by Roy Hail 


country hits and top-10 songs, and was 
the only really big country music cat- 
alog that was not located in Nashville. 

Buddy Killen, president and owner 
of Tree International in making the 
announcement said he had been want- 
ing the catalog for a long time and had 
made his first offer to Buck Owens in 
June of 1982. The deal had been in the 
works according to Killen for over two 
years. 

Owens had written for Pamper 
Music at one time, and Tree had ac- 
quired the Pamper catalog in 1968. 
Killen said he feels that the Owens’ 
catalogs will do for Tree what Pamper 
did in the 1960s. 

Donna Hilley, vice president of Tree, 
had gone to Bakersfield the week prior 
to the announcement to conclude the 
sale and arrange for transfer of the cat- 
alogs to Tree’s Nashville offices. 

The catalog includes almost all of the 
Buck Owens classics including; “Act 
Naturally,” “Crying Time,” “I've Got A 
Tiger By The Tail,” and “Love’s Gonna 
Live Here.” In addition the catalogs in- 
clude the early songs of Merle Haggard 
including “Okie From Muskogee,”’ 
“Mama Tried,” “Today I Started Loving 
You Again,” “Fightin’ Side Of Me,”’ 
“Sing Me Back Home,” “Workin’ Man 
Blues,” “Swinging Doors,” “Someday 
We'll Look Back,” and other great hits.

Diese are not many entertainers who 
were born and raised in Nashville, who 
are performers on the World Famous 
Grand Ole Opry, but one of these hap- 
pens to be “The Queen of The Ivories”’, 
Del Wood. 

Now, there are other piano players 
such as Floyd Cramer, Jerry Lee Lewis, 
Ronnie Milsap, and then there is Del 
Wood. 

Let me take you back to her child- 
hood days, and how her dreams come 
true. Del attended Nashville schools. 
On the Grand Ole Opry, there were two 
other female piano players going back 
to 1925 when it was then known as the 
WSM Barn Dance. They were Eva 
Thompson Jones, and Alcyone Bates, 
until one night the late Solemn Ole 
Judge George D. Hay just happened to 
mention the words Grand Ole Opry. 
Today it is a household word all over 
the USA, Canada, and many foreign 
countries. 

When Del Wood was only five years 
old, she would tune in the WLS Barn 
Dance which emanated out of Chicago 
and became one of America’s best 
loved radio shows. When at this early 
age her mother possessed an old At- 
water Kent radio set which was battery 
operated. Her mother owned an old 
upright piano which she played excep- 
tionally well. Del could have inherited 
some talents from her. 

While listening to these old radio 
country shows Del never realized in 
later years she would be one of the 
regular performers on the World Fam-

ous Grand Ole Opry. 

While still a tiny tot Del’s ete 
would have to set her upon a cushion 
and stool where her tiny fingers could 
reach the keyboard and this was the 
beginning of Del Wood’s career. 

As they say in the trade, this talented 
lady “‘has done it all”. She recorded the 
nation-wide hit “Down Yonder” on the 
Tennessee label and sold in the area of 
three million records which has to be 
some kind of a record. To my knowl- 
edge, only Floyd Cramer’s recording of 
“Last Date” could be placed in the same 
category, since they were both instru- 
mentals. 

November 13, 1953 was the day that 
Del Wood made her debut on the Opry. 
She was put on the famous roster by the 
late Jack Stapp, who at this time was 
the ‘Ringmaster for the Grand Ole 
Opry. 

It was only natural for Del Wood to 
have a few butterflies on her initial 
appearance, but after a couple of 
shows, it was just like taking another 
piano lesson. 

When she was a little girl, her grand- 
mother and she made a deal. Del could 
either wash the dishes, or practice on 
the piano. Del chose the piano. 

This patriotic performer toured 
overseas with the late Jim Reeves, the 
Browns, Hank Locklin, and Janis Mar- 
tin, (who was known as the female Elvis 
Presley) and entertainer Dick O’- 
Shawnsey. Wherever they performed 
for the troops, the group received 
standing ovations. While performing 





her talents on the Opry, she played on 


the NBC Network Show which was 
sponsored by Prince Albert Tobacco, 
and carried coast-to-coast. 

The show was MC’ed by the late Red 
Foley. Others on the show were Minnie 
Pearl and Funnyman Rod Brasfield. 


In 1968, Del, along with three other . 
entertainers toured the Far East, play- 


ing to servicemen stationed in Thai- 
land, Taiwan, the Phillipines, Okinawa, 
and Japan. 

Del has also been in the movies. She 


| recently had a part in the movie, “Rhine- 


stone” which featured Dolly Parton and 
Sylvester Stallone. Del played with a 
group, the “Wild Possums”. 

Del certainly doesn’t have to take a 


back seat to anyone when it comes to 


playing the piano. Today she is still 


‘performing each week-end to the thou- 


sands that pack the Grand Ole Opry 
House located on the Opryland Com- 
plex in Nashville. 

Del is in the process of recording a 
new album for T'V Sales and exposure. 
This only indicates that she is doing

This album is a 10 song collection of previously unissued performance by 
country music legend Hank Williams. The album represents the first new 

Hank Williams material to be issued by Polygram since the 1976 release of “Live 
At The Grand Ole Opry”. The “rare” takes on the historical issued LP include 
“Honky Tonk Blues”, “I'd Still Want You”, and “My Son Calls Another Man 
Daddy” all from MGM sessions recorded on different dates than the 

originally released version; “Crazy Heart”, an alternate take from the same date 
as the original issue and “Honky Tonkin’”’, a rare performance from Hank’s 
second recording session for Sterling Records (the original label he recorded for 
which was later purchased by MGM.) Radio Cuts are presented by “Little Paper 
Boy”, “I Saw The Light”, “Lovesick Blues”, “Mind Your Own Business” and “Pan 
American”, all from radio shows. A real collector's dream. A must for your 
record library.

This double album contains all the hits of Mickey during the past 10 years, as 
the title implies. It is an excellent LP. If you are a Mickey Gilley fan, this is definitely 
a record you want in your collection. If you are not, you will be after you hear 

it. Mickey’s smooth vocal interpretation and his classic style have made him one 
of the most popular entertainers in America today. selections include “Room Full 
Of Roses”, “I Overlooked An Orchid”, “Window Up Above”, “City Lights’, “Don't 
The Girls All Get Prettier At Closing Time”, “Stand By Me”, “True Love Ways”, 
“That's All That Matters”, “A Headache Tomorrow (Or A Heartache Tonight)”’

“Someday When Things Are Good”

For years she has been the most underrated female singer in country music. Her 
name should be ranked right up there with the likes of Loretta Lynn and Tammy 
Wynette. Leona can take a lyric and turn it inside out. She knows exactly how to 
put the soul in a song and projects her music with a style that is country-soul. 
More importantly, she is one of the most prolific writers in country music. She 
can pen songs that say exactly what the heart feels or take a clever turn saying 
and make it an unforgettable song. The best songs on this LP are the songs she 
wrote. Two of them were hits for Merle Haggard “Someday When Things Are Good” 
and “You Take Me For Granted”. The third “My First Night Away From 

Home” should be a single because it would propel her right to the top of the 
charts. The tune, “The Morel See Of These Cowboys” co-written with Peggy Russell is 
catchy. Other songs include “We Agree That We Must Be In Love’, “Midnight Love’, 
“You Sure Make Cheatin’ Seem Easy”, “The Telephone Line”, “I Dropped Your 
Name”, “Melted Down Memories”. The last song is one of the better offerings 

on the LP. We would like to see a Leona Williams LP with all the songs written 
by her. That would be a super treat. Excellent album.

“Rugged” Robb Strandlun, have just 
finished taping Music City USA”, ap- 
peared on “Entertainment Tonight” and 
were the featured artists on a one-half 
hour special, “Two On The Town” at 
CBS-TYV in Los Angeles. 

Hank Williams, Jr., was the recip- 
ient of the Ducks Unlimited “Silver 
Teal’ award given to individuals who 
have contributed to the restoration and 
enhancement of waterfowl habitat in 
North America. 

Hank’s video, “All My Rowdy Friends 
Are Coming Over Tonight” continues to 
make headlines and has been added to 
the rotation of MTV. This is quite an 
accomplishment for a country video. 
Stories on the making of this video have 
been featured on “Entertainment To- 
night”, “This Week In Country Music” 
and Nashville Network. 

Hank has also recently opened Hank 
Williams Jr.’s Beach Club in Panama 
City, Fla. Word has it that his band will 
play there on occasion. 

Both Eddie Rabbitt and Crystal 
Gayle have been co-headlining dates 
with Kenny Rogers throughout the 
country. Crystal has been booked into 
Harrah’s, Lake Tahoe and Atlantic

I just filed it away in my book 
and about a year later I was thumbing 
through it when I saw the half-finished 
song.” 


The Hemphills #1 


Hemphill almost immediately got 
the inspiration for the remainder of the 
song and subsequently wrote it. The 
next time the Hemphills recorded, this 
was one of the songs chosen for their 
session. 

The song, co-produced by Wayne 
Hilton, A&R Director of Southern 
Gospel Music for the Benson Com- 
pany, and Trent Hemphill, was later 
released to gospel radio stations as a 
single. Within a matter of months the 
song hit the number one position on 
two charts. 

Hemphill, who has had more than 
200 songs published, shoots for “qual- 
ity instead of quantity” in his songs. 
Key phrases from automobile bumper 
stickers or church marquees have been 
the inspiration for many of his most 
notable songs.

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th the early 1980’s, Marty Robbins 
had emerged as a musical man for all 
seasons. 

He was a man who had not only tri- 
umphed and prevailed over a number 
of potentially debilitating personal 
catastrophies, but had also endured for 
three decades as a vital force in the 
ever-changing tides of popular music. 
His approach to life and music re- 
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mained as fresh, optimistic and fero- 
ciously enthusiastic as ever. 

However, on December 8, 1982, the 
music world suffered a great loss. 
Marty Robbins had lost a week-long 
battle for his life following his second 
by-pass heart operation. 

Since rising to national prominence 
in 1958 with his first Top 10 hit, “7’ll Go 
On Alone,” his rugged good looks, his 


robust, crystal-clear singing style, his 
gentlemanly manner, and his exuber- 
ant stage presence had served to earn 
him a reputation as one of modern 
music’s most gifted entertainers. 

Over the years, he assembled a set of 
career accomplishments that were no- 
thing short of remarkable. 

From 1956 to 1976, he amassed a 
total of 18 number one records, 12 of 





which he wrote himself, including such 
classics as “Singing The Blues, ” his first 
number one record, “A White Sportcoat 
(And A Pink Carnation),” “El Paso,” 
“Don’t Worry (Bout Me Baby),” “Devil 
Woman,” “My Woman, My Woman, 
My Wife,” and “El Paso City.” All of 
these songs—some even million sel- 
lers—covered a wide range of musical 
styles and became favorites with Amer- 
ican audiences. 

He became the Grammy Awards’ 
third recipient of its “Best Country 
And Western Performance honor in 
1960 for his performance of “El Paso” 
(preceeding winners in this category 
included the Kingston Trio for “Jom 
Dooley” and Johnny Horton for “The 
Battle Of New Orleans.”), and in 1970, 
was again bestowed a Grammy Award 
for his composition, “My Woman, My 
Woman, My Wife,” which won “Best 
Country Song”. 

He was also the recipient of more 
than 25 ‘Citations Of Achievement,” 
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his seemingly endless songwriting abil- 
ities—more than 500 songs bore his 
name—and the popularity his songs 
achieved; his songs of the American 
West earned him a special gold Trus- 
tees Medal from the National Cowboy 
Hall of Fame; the Academy of Coun- - 
try Music named him “Man Of The Dec- 
ade” in 1969; and both the Nashville 
Songwriters’ Association, International 
and the Country Music Association 
voted him into their legendary Hall of 
Fames in 1975 and 1982, respectively. 

In addition, Robbins was one of the 
first country entertainers to play the 
showroom of Las Vegas; for more than 
28 years, he was one of the most cel- 
ebrated members of Nashville’s 
“Grand Ole Opry;” and sales toward 
his albums, Gunfighter Ballads And 
Trail Songs and All Time Greatest Hits, 
brought him RIAA gold certifications: 
in 1965 and 1982. 

Except for one three year period in 
the early 1970’s, Robbins had been 
associated with Columbia Records 
since the beginning of his recording 
career. Over the years, he delivered 
more than 70 albums on the Columbia 
label—his last project being Come 
Back To Me, released in June of 1982— 
and added 43 Top 10 single hits to his 
tally of number one records—his last 
here being the initial single from Come 
Back To Me, “Some Memories Just 
Won't Die.” 





From the first, he wrote and sang 
music for the entire country, and en- 
joyed mutual play on both pop and 
country radio long before the term 
“crossover” entered musical lexicon. 
“From 1959 to 1962 orso,” Marty once 
recalled, “it was me, Fats Domino, 
Little Richard and Elvis Presley cros- 
sing over.” 

Despite his career milestones, Rob- 
bins was not given to undue preoccu- 
pation with his past: “I don’t let what 
I’ve already done affect me. It just 
makes me want to do better in the years 
to come. I really don’t feel that I have 
reached my peak yet, my best years are 
still to come.” 

Robbins’ first vocal notes were sung 


under the direction of a slap to his 
backside on September 26, 1925. He 





grew up within a family clan that num- 
-bered nine brothers and sisters (some 
half-brothers and sisters) in the desert 
Southwest near Glendale, Arizona. 
When he was 12, his parents separated 
and his mother tried to make ends meet 
by taking in the neighbors’ laundry. 
“We were about as poor as a family 
could be, and I knew what it was like to 
be laughed at because your shoes 
didn’t have soles on them.” 
His earliest recollections of music 
centered in his'father, who played har- 





travelling medicine man. As a boy, 
Robbins would spend hours at his 
grandfather’s feet, drinking in all the 
stories, cowboy songs and tall tales of 
the Old West. Needless to say, he was 
profoundly influenced by this associa- 
tion. ‘““His name was ‘Texas’ Bob 
Heckle,” Marty once noted, “and a lot 
of the songs I’ve written—with the ex- 
ception of ‘E] Paso’=-were brought 
about because of the stories he told me. 
‘Big Iron’ was one such song because he 
told me he was a Texas Ranger at one 
time. At least he said he was.” 

Also during his childhood, another 


influential character would come to life 
on the silver screen when he discovered 
Gene Autry. He found in the character 
Autry portrayed everything that an 
idealistic young boy could hope for in 
his life. So involved was Robbins with 
Autry’s characterization of the singing 
cowboy, that he could usually be found 
on Saturday mornings in the pre-dawn 
darkness walking the 10 miles of desert 
that separated his home and the near- 
est cotton field, where he would spend 
time picking just enough fiber to buy 
his way into the movies. 

Another five mile walk, and he could 
take his place on the theatre’s front 
row, so close to the screen that “I could 
have gotten sand in my eyes from the 
horses and powder burns from the 
guns.” His infatuation with the ‘“‘Sing- 
ing Cowboy” bore in him the burning 
desire to become an entertainer. 

“T wanted to be a cowboy singer be- 
cause Autry was my favorite singer. 
Nobody else inspired me.” 

Prior to the series of events that 
launched his career in music, Robbins 
experienced some rather difficult teen- 
age and young adult years. He dropped 
out of high school, had some minor 
brushes with the law, and served a stint 
in the Navy before trying his hand at a 
number of pursuits that filled the gaps 
between his fledgling singing start that 
began at a few small clubs around 
Phoenix. He fought as an amateur 
boxer, dug ditches, farmed, delivered 
ice, worked as a mechanic’s helper, and 
drove trucks for construction com- 
panies. 

On one such occasion, while driving a 
brick-laden truck from Glendale to 
Phoenix, he happened to hear a local 


country music show on KPHO Radio in 
Phoenix. The thought crossed his mind 
that he could probably do as well as the 
fellow hosting the program, and he 
ended up dropping in on the station 
and asking to see the Program Director, 
intent on an audition for the slot. Told 
the station already had a cowboy 
singer, Robbins replied before thinking 
and said, ““Yeah, I know. I’ve heard him,’ 
and he’s not very good.” As the em- 
barrassment mounted in Robbins, the 
station official asked if he thought he 
could do better. “I think so,” stam- 
mered Robbins, and he got his audition 
and the show. 

Exposure from this program led to 
meaningful club dates around Phoenix, 
as his name and his talent gained rec- 
ognition, and an opportunity to appear 
weekly on KPHO Television’s country 
music show. Little Jimmie Dickens, 
then a major recording artist for Co- 
lumbia Records and a “Grand Ole 
Opry” member, discovered Robbins 
there when he appeared on the pro- 
gram to promote an upcoming Phoenix 
concert. Shortly thereafter, a represen- 
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tative from the label’s West Coast opera- 
tion was sent to Phoenix to sign Rob- 
bins. The year was 1951. 

“Love Me Or Leave Me Alone” be- 
came the first in a long string of singles 
for Columbia by Robbins, though it was 
not until the third record, “I’ll Go On 
Alone,” that he first made the Top 10 
on the record charts. It was the begin- 
ning of a series of records that would 
install him as a fixture on the top of the 
charts. . 

Robbins’ reputation as a singer/song- 
writer spread to Nashville, and Fred 
Rose flew to Phoenix to sign him as a 
writer for Acuff-Rose Music. 

“That was the highest compliment I 
had ever been paid because Fred Rose 
was one of the greatest writers that ever 
lived.” | 

A short time later, Grand Ole Opry 
Manager Harry Stone arranged for 
Robbins to make his first guest ap- 
pearance on the “Opry.” The response 
to his performance was so overwhelm- 


ing that within six months, Robbins was 


extended the invitation to become an 


“Opry” regular. (During his tenure with 
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the “Opry,” Robbins had the unique 
distinction of being the last person to 
perform at the “Opry’s” former home, 
Nashville’s historic downtown Ryman 
Auditorium, and the first to play on the 
stage of the new Grand Ole Opry House 
in the mid-1970’s). 

With a recording contract, a writer's 
contract, and “Opry” membership 
tucked under his arm, he made the 
move to Nashville, and in addition to 
his “Opry” performances, also did an 
early morning show for WSM Radio, 
the station that broadcasts the “Grand 
Ole Opry” weekend shows. 

Through the years, Robbins’ appear- 
ances onthe “Grand Ole Opry” became 
“events.” The show invariably ran long 
because he never left the stage after the 
alloted one or two numbers. His fans 
wouldn't let him. Encore after encore 
followed, and Robbins cheerfully 
obliged. Though he never did say it in 
so many words, his philosophy seemed 
to leave no room for unsatisfied audi- 
ences. On more than one occasion, he 
played outdoors in a steady downpour 
rather than disappoint his fans. And, he 
always seemed to have the time to 
“chat” with his fans—young and old— 
who so idolized him. 

Of allthe songs Robbins popular- 
ized, the most successful for him were 
the gunfight/cowboy songs. “Gunfight- 
er Ballads And Trail Songs,” which 
contained the monster hit, “El Paso,” 
became his first gold album, and sub- 
sequently was followed by such other 
albums as “More Gunfighter Ballads 
And Trail Songs,” “Return Of The Gun- 
fighters,” “Streets Of Laredo,” “Saddle 
Tramp” and “All Around Cowboy.” 





“Cowboy music is American folk songs. 
The real American folk music is cow- 
boy music.” 

Between recording and writing, 
“Opry” appearances, concert sched- 
ules across the U.S. and trips to Eng- 
land, Australia and Japan, among oth- 
ers, to perform, he found time to star in 
his own television show, the “Marty 
Robbins’ Spotlight,” that ran for sev- 
eral years in more than 100 syndicated 


“markets in the late 1970’s, and was no 


stranger to the big screen as he ap- 
peared in some 10 movies. In one such 
film, “Guns Of A Stranger,” he realized 
his life-long dream of playing the sing- 
ing cowboy role. His last contribution 
to this medium was a vocal and acting 
performance in the 1982 Clint East- 
wood film release, “Honky Tonk Man.” 

Home for Robbins was a residence 
and 240-acre farm near Nashville that 
he shared with his wife, Marizona, son, 
Ronnie, and daughter, Janet. And, 
among his other enterprises were a 
commercially-operated recording 
studio, a thriving music publishing 
company, and extensive real estate 
holdings. 

In addition to his passions for music 
and his family, his one other love in love 
had been stock car racing. In the 
1960’s, he began his preparation for 
competitive racing on the dirt tracks, 
and by 1972, had progressed to NAS- 
CAR’s high speed Grand National 
Division. In that year, he was named 
“Rookie Of The Southern 500,” and 
later lent his name to an annual stock 
car race, “The Marty Robbins’ 500.” 

Robbins turned in impressive driv- 
ing performances and had progressed 


well until a series of high speed crashes 
in consecutive races demolished three 
expensive racers and forced him to re- 
consider his racing involvement in 
1975. In the first crash at Charlotte, 


_N.C., Robbins risked death and delib- 


erately slammed his car into a concrete 
wall at over 145 miles per hour to avoid 
hitting a stalled car broadside. 

Though he shelved his racing plans 
for a while, the lure of the track re- 
mained strong in his mind. The gas- 
oline still flowing in his veins and an 
invitation to drive the pace car at “The 
Indianapolis 500”—one of the greatest 
honors in racing—drew him back into 
racing in 1976. 

For all his triumphs, his life was not 
without near personal catastrophies. In 
1969, while riding through rural Ohio in 
his touring bus, he suffered a massive 
heart attack. After subsequent hospital- 
ization, doctors discovered that three 
of his four main arteries leading into the 
heart were completely clogged. They 
gave him a 50-50 chance of walking out 
of the hospital alive. The problem was 
then corrected by a very experimental, 
seven hour long open heart operation. 

In 1981, however, he suffered a sec- 
ond heart attack, though milder than 
the first; and was able to recover with a 
60-day rest period and a return to the 
strict low-fat, low sodium diet he’d 
slipped off of in the years since his first 
attack. 

“The truth is,” noted Marty, “I’ve 


experienced death so many times, | 
should be dead. I’ve had auto wrecks at 
high speeds, and a heart operation 
where I technically died on the operat- 
ing table. I don’t know why God has let 
me go on living, but I’m glad He has.” A 
year later, he suffered his final heart 


attack at the age of 57. Major arterial. 


blockage had resulted in an emergency, 
eight-hour quadruple by-pass heart 
operation, and, as the recovery hours 
slipped into days, he finally succumbed 
to cardiac arrest. 


As always, it was his music that con- 
tinued to drive him forward. “If I 
wanted to, I could quit recording and 
live off what I’ve already done in music 
for another 15 years,’ Marty once 
noted. “But that just doesn’t appeal to 
me. I still want to do more, and I still 
have the drive to doit.” And, it was also 
due to his fans and their pleasure. “In 
spite of all the honors and successes 
Ive had, I really want to play for those 
people out there.” 

When he flashed his winning smile 
and backed it up with a philosophy like 
that, there was no way he could finish 
anywhere but first in the hearts and 
minds of his fans. In them, his memory 
will never die. 

“Music has always given me a sense 
of direction, a sense of purpose, that Id 
never had before,’ Marty once admit- 
ted. “And it’s a good thing because I 
never did like to work!”’

“I could always tell when I went to 
see Marty perform that it made him 
very nervous,’ Marizona said recently 
in the offices of Marty Robbins Enter- 
prises. “For that reason alone I didn’t 
go to many of his shows.

Since Marty’s._ death, Marizona has 
been thrust full force into the running 
of Marty Robbins Enterprises. She, 
along with the help of her son, Ronnie, 
has been learning the ropes of the 
business. Much of the daily activities of 
the business she leaves to Ronnie, but 
her input is a valuable contribution. 
Daughter, Janet Robbins, lives and 
works in California. She is working on a 
career in music, now. 

Marizona was working in an ice 
cream shop in Arizona when she met 
Marty for the first time. He came roar- 
ing up to the ice cream shop on his 
motorcycle and quickly caught sight of 
the young beautiful girl working 
inside. 

He told friends outside, after having 
seen Marizona, that he was going to 
marry her. She was 15 at the time and 
Marty had already served a stint in the 
U.S. Navy and was a few years older 
than Marizona. Three years later they 
were married. 

Marizona laughs easily and recalls 
that she often “wished upon a star’ for 
aman to marry that was a “cowboy who 
could sing”. Her wish came true in a 
sense. She ultimately married the 
singer of singers who could croon a 
cowboy tune better than any of them. 

Marizona has always been 100 per- 
cent behind Marty in his choice of 
profession. She encouraged him and 
kept the home fires burning while he 
pursued his dream. The dream ulti- 
mately brought them to Nashville and 
for Marty it was stardom. 

There were several times that Marty 
confronted death, in fact, he was tech- 
nically declared dead when he had his 
first by-pass surgery. 

“The first heart attack that Marty 
had was at the end of a show in Warren, 
Ohio. He was taken to the hospital 
there. Marty later told me that he was 
slipping away into death and could feel 
Hell all around him. He said, ‘Oh, God. 
Don’t take me now. I am not ready to

go. 

“When he had his heart surgery and 
died on the operating table, he was 
prepared to die and saw the other 
side,’ recalls Marizona. 

A short time before Marty’s death, 
he and his wife were talking one day. 
The country music star told her there 
was one thing he was sure of and that 
was he was going to Heaven when he 
died. 

“Marty was a believer. He told me 
about being in a concert one night 
when some fans in the audience yelled 
out to him, ‘Go to Hell with us, Marty’. 
He boldly told them that he was a be- 
liever,’ smiled Marizona. 

Marizona’s unbending faith in God 
and the peace which He has given her 
has helped her during the past two 
years since Marty’s death. Her brave 
courage and always smiling sweet de- 
meanor has been example for others.

There were those who unfairly 
charged Ronnie with trying to step into 
his father’s big shoes immediately after 
Marty died and fill all the concert dates 
that had already been booked for 
Marty. There were even those who an- 
ticipated that Ronnie would have to 


give up and quit because he couldn’t 
keep the band together. 

That negative criticism has been met 
and stopped in its track by the strong 
willed son who just went out there and 
won over thousands of people with his 
own brand of talent. 

“T think we filled maybe five of the 
dates that were booked on Daddy. It 
was ridiculous for anyone to think I 





could take his place. There will never 
be anyone who can take his place. For 
the past 16 years I have made a good 
living in the music business. I didn’t 
make a lot of money, but I worked a lot. 
Most of my dates were repeat business. 
I have worked small clubs and was 
grateful when I could get a county fair. 
If there was a way that it would bring 
Daddy back I would go on working 
small clubs and county fairs for another 
15 years, but it won't,” he explained. 

Ronnie ran his hand across his hand- 
some-bearded face and continued. 
“When Daddy died there were a lot of 
people out of work. Iam not saying they 
couldn’t get another job because they 
are all good and they could. There was a 
lot of speculation that I would go on the 
road with Daddy’s band initially. I 
really didn’t want to do that. I wanted to 
take six months off and have time for 
my personal grief. I didn’t feel at that 
point in my career it would have hurt 
me anyway. 

“T started to sit back for a while, but 
then I realized that the money that was 
supporting Marty Robbins Enterprises 
was coming from the road work. I re- 
alized in short order that I had to get 
out on the road and work to keep things 
going. My work in the past year has 
been half auditorium concerts and half 
the fair circuit. I think I have only 
worked one club in the last year,” he 
explained. 

If folks who went to hear Ronnie in 
concert first went because they were 
expecting to hear Marty all over again, 
they were wrong. In fact, they might 
have gone expecting this, but when 
they left they were fans of Ronnie. 

‘““My show is family oriented. I am not 
a sex symbol and don’t do an Elvis 
routine. I am basically myself. We pick

up new fans each time we do dates. Our 
fans don’t get infactuated and then for- 
get us. lam building longevity. I want to 
be around for a long time. I don’t want 
to work for two years and then get out of 
the business, I am looking to years 
down the road,” said Ronnie in his soft 
mannered style. 

Earlier this year, Columbia Records 
signed Ronnie to a recording contract 
with Pete Drake as his producer. Pete, 
on old family friend, had produced 
some ‘speculative recone sessions on

Ronnie in 1975-76, but the timing and 
songs were all wrong. 


‘My first single on the label, “Those 
You Lose’ went to 62 in the national 
country charts. There was no promo- 
tional push behind it, what the record 
did, it did on its own. At the time it was 
released, there were also five records 
by major CBS artists released. I think I 
just got lost in a sea of greatness,” 
quipped Ronnie, displaying his quick 
wit.

CBS Records head Rick Blackburn has 
been very pleased with the fans re- 
sponse to Ronnie's recording career. 


Ronnie is a man of vision. he knows 
exactly where he wants to go. He knows 
that doing it the right way will take 
some time. There is one “long range 
goal” that he talked about, but cau- 
tioned “it will be a long way down the 
road’. ) 


“One reason I chose Columbia to re- 
cord is that I would like to do a duet 
album with Daddy. I felt that it would 
be better if it was the same label in- 
stead of getting another label involved. 
But I won’t even consider recording it 
until I have become an established 
artist myself. In fact, lwon’t do it until 
[have become established. If I don’t get 
established, then it will be my swan 
song,” laughs Ronnie. 


Through the marvels of recording 
facilities and over-dubbing, recording a 
duet with Marty can be accomplished 
very easily. Of course, the songs would 
have to be the ones that Marty had 
previously recorded for Columbia 
Records.

attempt to get some attention for your 
package. Publishers get a mountain of 
tapes every week and if you must use 
the mail, be persistent.

Publishers in Nashville are accus- 
tomed to receiving demo tapes re- 
corded in 16 track recording studios - 


performed by competent musicians 
and singers waiting for their break. I’m 
not suggesting that you spend a fortune 
recording a song you are not certain will 
bring you any return on your invest- 
ment, but if you are not a good singer, 
cultivate a friendship with one to sing 
your songs. You don’t have to present 
your song with a full band arrangement, 
but you’d better have a good clean 
vocal up front in the mix. The publisher 
can’t hear what the song sounds like in 
your head; he only has a tape and a lyric 
sheet. 


I have always had much better luck 
with my own songs when I have made an 
appointment and met the publisher 
and listened to the material in his pres- 
ence. This way you know the material is 
being listened to and you can often get 
valuable criticism. My suggestion for 
those people living too far away from 
Nashville to visit regularly is to bring 
the family to Nashville for a vacation. 
There are many interesting things to do 
here and while you're here you can 


Make your appointments in advance; 
most publishers are very busy people. 
Don’t expect too much from your first 
trip to Nashville. You probably won't 
place a song with a publisher, but you 


-may find someone who sees your po- 


tential that will take the time to teach 
you how to improve your songs. Good 
luck, and let me know through this
